W akening at about 5 o'clock Sunday morning to find i 
his bedclothing aflame, Herbert F. Pritzlaff barely escaped 
with his life from his beautiful home at Palm Desert as 
fire which investigators say had been smouldering for 
some time in the walls and attic space suddenly burst 
through the roof and ceiling, turning the house into a 
raging inferno. The loss was estimated at more than $100,­ 
000, which is covered by insurance.

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Tuthill Dies 


In San Quentin 


Gas Chamber 


Marvin J. Tuthill, 44, Cathed­ 
ral City plumber, paid w ith his 
life last Friday morning for the 
murder of Charlotte Beverly, 39, 
after a New Year's Eve party two 
years ago. He w as executed in 
"the lethal gas cham ber at San 
Quentin prison after a last min 
ute plea for a stay of execution 
was denied Thursday night. 
Tuthill w as strapped into the 
chair at 10:40 a. m. and pro 
nounced lead at 10:49 a, m. 
He w as convicted of murder 
by a jury in county superior 
court on March 7, 1947, and sen ­ 
tenced to die by Judge Eussell 
S. Waite. At his trial Tuthill 
claimed his mind had "blacked 
out" after an evening of drink 
ing and th at he did not know 
w hat he w as doing. 
On April 2, last year, he won a 
last-m inute 
stay 
of 
execution 
Just as he w as about to step into 
the gas chamber. In November 
the supreme court reaffirmed his 
ronviction and an appeal to Gov. 
Earl W arren w as denied last 
Thursday.
